BERLIN, Dec. 29.—Germany of- 
ficially admitted today that’ the Aus- 
trians are being forced to retreat by 
the Russians in Galicia. ‘‘The fact 
must be faced,”’ says the official re- 
port, ‘‘that the extreme left wing of 
the Russians igs proving itself su- 
perior to its opponents.”’

WANT STRIKE DUTY 
TAKEN FROM MILITIA 


SACRAMENTO, Dec. 29.—Officers 
of the California National Guard, rep- 
resenting the infantry, cavalry, coast 
and field artillery and naval militia 
want the incoming Legislature to re- 
lieve the state military organization 
of the duty of serving in strikes and 
labor ‘troubles in the future. To seek 
this end, measures will be proposed 
amending the existing laws and cre- 
ating a separate body, to be known 
as the state constabulary, to handle 
all strike situationg whenever such 
services are deemed necessary by the 
state authorities. 

This proposal, and athers chang- 
ing the rules and regualtions of the 
guard, will be discussed and whipped 
into shape on January 10, when the 
officers of the state militia hold a 
legislative conference in this city. 

It is believed by officers of the 
guard that the personnél of the sev- 
eral divisions can be raised to a 
higher level with the st. ke duty fea- 
ture eliminated. Hundreds of young 
men desiring military training refuse 
to enter the service of the state, it is 
held, because they do not desire to

NO STRIKE DUTY. 

It generally is held that the Legis- 
lature will not look with approval 
on the coristabulary idea because of 
the natural objections to any-body of 
fighters organized and maintained for 
the sole purpose of combating strik- 
ers. Fear is entertained that such a 
body could be used by the enemies 
of organized labor to beat down 
unionism, turning the state organiza- 
tion against the poor and in the in- 
terest of the capitalisti¢ class. 

Whether the proposal, now in the 
tentative form, will be urged by the 
officers of the guard remains for the 
conference to decide. There will be 
an effort, however, to have the’ mi- 
litia relieved from strike duty, leav- 
ing the state soldiers to be trained 
for strict military duty only.

The limit-for stadiums seems to 
have been reached in the building of 
the Yale bowl in New Haven. The 
stadium can seat 70,000, and the 
fact that more than 100,000 requests 
for seats were made for the Yale- 
Harvard game has caused some per- 
sons to predict'that stadiums seating 
100,000 to 150,000 would be a thing 
of the near future. 

To build a stadium of this size it 
would mean that the rear rows of 
seats would be from 700 to 900 feet 
away from the center of the playing 
field. 

That would be from one-seventh to 
one-sixth of a mile away from the 
center of operations—too far away 
for the majority of persons to get a 
clear view of what was going on.
